More Silos needed in this County. 
The F arm ers’ Union has been con­ 
ducting an exhaustive investigation in­ 
to agricultural conditions with refer­ 
ence to the cost of producing and value 
r^re jved for farm crops with a view of 
recommending a substitute for cotton, 
as that industry is already suffering 
from over-production. 
In discussing 
the subject, President Radford of the 
Farmers* Union said: “ The I,ord made 
the g reater part of Texas a cotton 
country ami it always will remain the 
money crop of Texas so long as the 
farmer m arkets his crop direct from 
the harvest field, but I believe with 
plenty of good live-stock and a °ilo a 
farmer can successfully raise fe*d stuff 
and he will be justified in planting less 
cotton and raising more live-stock.”

Cost to the People. 


In urging the people of T o w s to 
vote for the issuance of bonds for the 
erection of necessary buildings for the 
University of Texas, Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, 
the Girls Indus­ 
trial College, and tho normals. Super­ 
indent of Public Instruction F. M. 
Urn Hoy says: 
“ The adoption of the 
proposed amendment would not sub­ 
tract anything from th*- available uni­ 
versity fund used for annual mainten­ 
ance, hut it will permit the legislature 
to pledge the income of the permanent 
university endowment, by the issuance 
of I Hinds, for iL«- erection of buildings ( 
anti acquiring of additional grounds, 
immediately. 
While these two great 
educational institutions have rendered 
in the past, and are rendering at the 
present, a significant service to the 
commonwealth, and their influence in 
dustrially, intellectually and spiritual­ 
ly perm eate* every nook and corner of 
our great state, it 
is true that both 
have suffered 
through all of these 
years serious embarrassment on ac­ 
count of the lack of necessary build­ 
ings and permanent equipment, and 
that this handicap has appreciably im-! 
paired their efficiency. 
Figures show • 
that the people of Texas have invested 
only from one-third to one-half as 
much in buildings for higher education 
as the universities of California, Mich­ 
igan, Ohio or Minnesota 
There are 
now on the campus af 
th* university 
in Austin five wooden box-house build­ 
ing*, which the regents were compell­ 
ed to erect in order to relieve the con­ 
gested condition, and to furnish class 
rooms and instruction for th*- increas-!

hundred or any other num ber?" 
And 
no one has o**en able to tell you why. 
Even th* Encylopedia Britannica says: 
“ The day has been divided into tw enty 
four hours from time immemorial." 


It i.. a m atter of general knowledge 
that the ancient 
Babylonians 
were 
g reat astronomers and accomplished 
mathematicians, for no one can m ea­ 
sure tile movements of the planets and 
estim ate the changes in the heavenly 
bodies without a profound knowleige 
or mathematics. 
It is known that the 
wonderful Ziggurats, or atagetowers, 
erected on the Babylonian plains were 
used for astronomical work, for the 
rums of these towers are in such a 
position as to show that they were 
erected with the study of the heavens 
in view, just as we put up our modern 
observatories. 
We do not know what telescopes the 
Babylonians possessed, 
hut 
we do 
know that the calendar established by 
the Babylonians was absolutely cor­ 
rect, and thougn figured out anywhere 
from six to ten thousand years ago, it 
is correct today, although ours is sev­ 
eral minutes wrong, and at the end of 
another thousand years will be a whole 
day out of the way. 
It is to be expected, then, that these 
ancient Babylonians must have divided 
time and space in order to calculate 
changes in one or the other, and in do­ 
ing this they established this use of 
twenty-four hours of sixty minutes 
each. 
Th* strongest point in favor of this 
suggestion, the mathematicians found, 
lie.-- iii the number sixty. 
No oik- or- f 
dinarily attaches any special signifi- i 
cance to that number, yet m athem ati­ 
cians have wondered why the Baby­ 
lonians took this number ai 
the basis 
of ‘heir system. 
In 
fact, the Baby- I 
ionian system is callet: the “ Sexagesi- : 
mal System ,’’ because of its use of 
the numbers SO, OOO, 6,000, 60,000, etc. 
There must be sum** scientific reason 
for this, for so wise a nation of as­ 
tronomers do not adopt a great system 
in them calculations without a very 
good anti sufficient reason. 
If the number 60 be carefully exam ­ 
ined, the reason is clear and very sim­ 
ple. 
Sixty is the most easily handled 
of all the numbers up to arui including 
IOO, because more of the digits and 
tens go into it evenly than will go in­ 
to any other number. 
The numbers 2, 
Ii, 4, 5, 6, IO, 12, 15, 20, 30 all go into 
60 evenly. 
The number IOO is divisi­ 
ble only by 2, 4, 5, IO, 20. 25 and 50, 
mailing it far more awkard to handle 
than the num ber 60. 
Putting one and one together, it was 
plain that the Babylonians who were 
the first and only people to recognize 
the value of the number 60 and who 
were the first real astronomers, must 
have been the originators of our divi­ 
sion of time and space, 
for the num-
